land ruled that the motion was not 
tiled on time. 

After that ruling, Mr. Cosgrove 
said, Mr. Capra indicated his will- 
ingness to ' sign a stipulation , 
^admitting to the evidence against 
'him. A statement was prepared and 
presented to the judge, who then 
entered the guilty verdict. . 

In the statement, Mr. Capra ac- u 
knowledged that he had- sexually 
.molested three Scouts at his house." * 
Since the allegations arose, Mr. 
Capra has been dropped from the 
Sorting program, in which he had 
participated ab^^ix years. .

The boys 
were at Capra 's house working on 
merit badges. 

The boys involved in the sexual 
assaults range in age from 11 to 16, 
investigators said. 

During the hearing Monday, 
Cosgrove played the 20-minute 
tape statement Capra gave to 
police. It is the first time the state- 
ment has been played in open 
court. 

The tape was played during a 
hearing before District . Judge 
Gerald Hougland to determine 
whether Capra voluntarily gave 
the statement to police. 
...Defense attorney Joe Dioszeghy 
argued that Pruett coerced Capra 
tjnto making the statement by be- 
ting "overly nice*' to him.
